Asranged For Busy Readers

Blow to Liquor Drummers.

Columbia, Speeial.—A bill of more
than ordinary interest that was pass-
ed at the recent session is one to make
it a misdemeanor to solicit orders for
liquor. The bill started in the Senate
to provide for a faney license to
solicit orders, but it was changed so
as to make it a misdemeanor to solicit
orders. The Act as approved reads:
‘‘Section 1., That each and every
person, whether acting for himself or
as agent for any person, firm or cor-
poration. who shall conduet the busi-
ness of liquor drummer, soliciting or
receiving orders for Inter-State ship-
ment within any county within this
State, except as now authorized by
law, any spirituous, malt, vinons, fer-
mented, brewed, whether lagar or rice
beer, or other liquors or beverages, »r
any compound or mixture which con-
tains aleohol amd is used as a bever-
age, shall be auilty of a misdemeanor,
and on conviction fined in a sum not
exceeding $£1,000, or imprisonment for
not exceeding six months, or both
fine and imprisonment in the disere-
tion of the Court.'’

Tried after Twenty Years.

Cheraw, Special.—A case of more
than usunal interest was disposed of
at the Criminal Court for Chesterfield
County last week, the case of the
State vs. Parker Moore, charged with
murder. Nearly twenty years aeo,
in 1889, Parker Moore, a young man
not yet 20, of good family, shot one
Jordan, in the leg with a shotzun
and immediately surrendered himself
to the sheriff, elaiming that the deed
was done in defence of his own
life, and was placed in the county
Jail to await the result of the injuries
to Jordan. Jordan died, and Moore,
fearing the drift of public sentiment
that ran high on account of several
homicides, escaped from jail and
went to Texas, where he marriwd and
lived quietly with his family until
recently when he was brought back
and convieted. The sentence was
made light and a pardon will be
sought at an early day.

Dr. Crum’s Successor.

Charleston, Special—A  Washing-
ton dispateh says, it is fairly certain
that E. W. Durant will become the
sucessor of Dr. Crum as collector of
the port. Postmaster W. L. Harris,
of the eity, and Postmaster General
Frank H. Hitcheoek, who is Mr.
Harris’s close friend, ecalled upon
President Taft Monday and consnlt-
ed with him in regard to the matter.
Mr. Harris went to Washington sev-
eral days ago for the purpose of dis-
cussing Crum's successor with the

President. The general belief there
is that Mr. Durant’s name will be
sent to the Senate when the extra

session begins next Monday, and that
there will be no trouble as to confirm-
ing the nomination. Mr. Durant is a
Yale graduate and a man of consider-
able means. It is believed that his
appointment would give gencral satis-
faction here.

First Death Penalty in About 15
Years.

Laurens, Special—For the first
time in about 15 years a Laurens jury
has returned a straight verdiet of
murder without recommendation to
merey.

Mrs. Taft to Make White House a Home

Plans Divorcement of the President's

Official Business From His

Private Residence--Uniformed Police Gone--Housekesper

‘Washington, D. C.—Mrs. Willlam
Howard Taft, '‘first lady of the land,"”
has assumed duties without public
ceremony or oath of office which, in
weight of responsibilities, magnitude
of importance, delicacy of execution
and lack of compesiation, have no
comparison.

Presldent Taft is charged under
his oath with *‘executing the office of
President.”” Mrs. Taft is charged,
without oath, of administering the
goclal and domestlc affairs of the
White House. Mrs. Taft wlll execute
these requirements primarily by
means of her long experience in pub-
lic life. She is in full possession of
the detailed requirements of her po-
sition, has reached her own conclu-
slons, and is already making the mi-
nor changes in the administration of
the executlve mansion necessary to
meet her own ideas.

The addition of the cxecutive office
bullding permits of an entire divorce-
ment of the official business of the
President from the White House pro-
per, and this is to be avalled of to
the full extent. That the maln «n-
trthce of the White House may pre-
seht as near as posslble the appear-
ance of a private residence, the uni-
formed police oficers and frock-ecoat-
ed doorkeepers have been eliminated,
and in their place are negro footmen
in livery. For safety an officer s re-
tained on duty in the miniature office
room {nside the main entrance, and
another on the second floor of the
mansion.

The rights of the public are recog-
nized by the meintenance of the hour
from noon until 1 o'clock, when ad-
mission g granted through the east
entrance to the hisioric East Room
and the parlors of the manslon.

Mrs. Taft has aholished the posl-
tion of steward, and will conduct her
domestic artangements through a
woman housekeeper.

While the season of prescribed of-
ficial dinners is over, it may be pre-
dicted that the new tenant of the
White House will conduct a serles of
informal social functions during the
special session of Congress which will
bring renewed animation and social
life to the sedate and sombre strue-
ture during the first few months of
the Taft regime.

President Taft surprised echurch-
goers by walkine demoecratically tn
sarvices at All Souls’ Churen. He
was accnmnanied by his brother,
Charles P, Taft. The crowd of cu-
rions that had eathered at the edifies
to see the new Vresident were expect-
ing him to arrive In an automcbile,
and the President and party were at
the doors of the church before the
expectant throng realized that the
Chief Executive had walked through
the crowd without being recognized.

There was no demonstration along
the street or at the echurch. When
the services were over the President
elbowed his way through the erowd

that had again gathered at the doors
and on the sldewalk to see him
emerge, and with his Lrother saun-
tered quletly up Fourteenth street.
For some distance a hundred or so of
his admirers followed, but they event-
ually dropped off one by one.

President Roosevelt always caught
the crowds on his way to and from
church. His raj®d gait, and the dim-
culty the Secret Service men had to
keep pace with him always served to
attract the attention of passers-by.
Mr. Taft declined to walk too raplidly,
observed all the conventionalities and
altogether was a disappointment,

It was noticed that the two Secret
Service agents who kept close to the
President wore theconventional frock
coat and silk hat which is the distinc.
tive garb of the service operatives.
President Roosevelt never insieted
upon this, and as a result the men
who watched over him arrayed them-
selves as they saw fit. The change is
taken to mean that President Taft
proposes to maintain a more dignified
establishment than his free-and-easy
predecessor.

After Sunday luncheon the Presi-
dent bestrode Sterret, his newly ac-
quired horse, purchased at Hot
Springs, Va., and with General Clar-
ence R. Edwards, his mlilitary ald:
Captain Archibald Butt and ex-Presi-
dent Roosevelt's orderly, MeDermott,
went for a twelve-mile ride over the
newly constructed Potomac speedway.

Automoblles will be almost the ex-
clusive method of locomotion of Pres-
ident Taft and his family. The
White House automobile will have
the right of way throughout the Dis-
trict of Columbia and will know no
speed llmit.

Two fine new automoblles already
have been purchased with the $12 -
000 appropriated by Congress for this
purpose, and Mr. Taft has given them
a thorough trial. One is a good
weather machine, a big touring car
with detachable top, and painted in
dark green of three shades. This will
be the one most used by the Presl-
dent. The other car has a limousine
body painted black, and was pur-
chased for the use of Mrs. Taft. Both
bear on each door the official coat of
arms of the United States,

The cars are in charge of men sent
from the factories, who will turn the
machines over to the White House
head chauffeur, who will receive $100
a month. He will have one assistant.

The White House garage will he in
the present stables. Besides the two
antomobiles thev will quarter seven
horses, which will be at the dlsposal
of Secretary Carpenter and his assist-
ants, or may be used by the Tafts.

The only horses which will be used
by Preslident 'Taft and his family will
be the new saddle horse recently pur-
chased in Virginia for the use of the
President and any saddle horses re-
auired by the other members of hig
family.
